In  addition  to  the  occupations  and  professions 
licensed  by  state  boards  and  commissions  there  are  certain  oc- 
cupations which  require  a permit  from  municipal  officials.  These 
we  have  listed  in  the  directory.  Many  other  professions  and 
occupations,  such  as  Master,  Mate,  Marine  Engineer,  etc.,  are 
licensed  by  the  U.S.  Government  and  have  been  omitted. 

This  handbook  and  directory  currently  revises  the  directory  of 
occupations  and  professions  licensed  by  state  boards  and  com- 
missions which  was  originally  issued  in  19l|0  by  the  New  Jersey 
State  Employment  Service. 

We  extend  our  sincere  thanks  to  the  New  Jersey  State  Boards  and 
Commissions  which  so  generously  provided  the  necessary  informa- 
tion and  guidance  in  the  preparation  of  this  handbook.  The 
statements  describing  the  minimum  qualifications  and  require- 
ments for  the  licensing  of  occupations  and  professions  have  been 
reviewed  and  approved  by  the  New  Jersey  State  Boards  and  Com- 
missions concerned.

An  apprentice  barber  or  any  person  who  has  practiced  as  a registered  barber  in 
this  State  but  who  has  retired  from  the  practice  of  barbering  for  a period  in

Veteran  Preference  for  Shop  License: 

Any  person  who  held  the  license  required  by  this  act  and  who  closed  his  shop 
in  order  to  enter  the  military  or  naval  service  of  the  United  States  in  time 
of  war,  may,  within  six  months  after  his  discharge  or  release  from  such  service 
under  conditions  other  than  dishonorable,  upon  application  to  the  Board  as 
provided  herein  accompanied  by  a fee  of  five  dollars  ( #5.00) , obtain  a license  to 
use  or  maintain  any  premises  as  a barber  shop,

All  applicants  for  license  shall  be  citizens  of  the  United  States,  at  least  21 
years  of  age  and  of  good  moral  character „ All  applicants  shall  have  completed 
a regular  four-year  high  school  course,  or  its  equivalent,  before  becoming  eligi- 
ble for  examination  for  license  either  as  an  embalmer  or  funeral  director 0 

All  applicants  for  a license  as  embalmer  shall  have  served  an  actual  apprentice- 
ship of  at  least  three  years  in  the  employ  of  a regularly  licensed  embalmer  in 
the  State  of  New  Jersey,  and  shall  have  personally  assisted  in  the  embalment,  of 
at  least  fifty  dead  human  bodies  during  the  first  year  of  apprenticeship,  and 
have  embalmed  at  least  one  hundred  dead  human  bodies  throughout  the  remaining 
period,  the  same  to  be  performed  under  the  supervision  of  a regularly  licensed 
embalmer,  the  name  and  date  in  each  instance  to  be  given  to  the  Board,  once  in 
each  and  every  month  during  the  three-year  period  of  apprenticeship,  being  served 
in  preparation  for  examination  for  license©  All  applicants  for  a license  as 
funeral  director  shall  have  served  an  actual  apprenticeship  of  at  least  three 
years  in  the  employ'  of  and  under  the  supervision  of  a regularly  licensed  funeral 
director  in  the  State  of  New  Jersey©  All  applicants  for  license  as  embalmer  or 
funeral  director  shall  have  completed  a course  of  one  year  (scholastic)  in  an 
approved  school  of  embalming  and  funeral  management©  In  each  instance  the 
. apprenticeship  must  be  served  before  entering  any  such  school  of  embalming  and 
funeral  management© 

Apprentices  : Ail  applicants  for  registration  as  apprentices  shall  have  completed 

a regular  four-year  high  school  course  or  its  equivalent,  and  such  equivalency 
shall  be  evalued  by  the  Bureau  of  Academic  Credentials,  otate  Department  of 
Public  Instruction©  The  secretary  shall  furnish  such  form  or  forms  as  may  be 
necessary  for  the  registration  of  apprentices  in  the  employ  of  the  licensee; 
also  a form  that  the  licensee  shall  fill  out  and  send  to  the  Board,  within  31 
days,  in  case  of  the  termination  of  an  apprenticeship© 

The  Board  shall  hold  the  licensee  strictly  responsible  for  all  statements 
contained  in  the  application  for  an  apprenticeship  registration©  The  apprentice 
shall  be  advised  byr  the  licensee  as  to  the  Rules  and  Regulations  of  the  Board, 
and  of  the  requirement  that  he  shall  have  completed  a regular  four-year  high 
school  course,  or  its  equivalent,  and  that  he  shall  also  have  completed  a course 
of  one  year  (scholastic)  in  an  approved  school  of  embalming  and  funeral  manage- 
ment before  becoming  eligible  for  examination  for  either  an  embalmer* s or 
funeral  director's  license© 

In  order  that  an  apprentice  shall  receive  adequate  training  throughout  his  period 
of  preparation,  a funeral  director  and  embalmer,  having  had  charge  of  at  least 
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fifty  funerals  during  the  previous  year,  may  be  permitted  to  register  not  more 
than  one  apprentice,  and  he  may  register  one  additional  apprentice  for  each 
fifty  funerals  thereafter,. 

An  applicant  who  has  served  his  or  her  apprenticeship  for  an  embalmer's  and 
funeral  director’s  license,  shall,  within  one  year  of  the  conclusion  of  appren- 
ticeship , present  himself  or  herself  for  the  required  course  in  a recognized 
college  of  embalming  and,  after  complstion  of  said  course,  then  take  the  State 
Board  examinations*  When  such  applicant  fails  to  do  so,  or  to  make  satisfactory 
explanation  to  the  Board  for  his  or  her  failure  to  do  so,  they  shall  cease  to 
act  as  an  apprentice  and  shall  submit  to  the  Board  their  apprentice  cards  until 
they  have  complied  with  this  requirement* 

Any  registered  apprentice  whose  apprenticeship  has  been  terminated  and  is  in- 
complete may  be  re-registered  by  a licensee  without  loss  of  credit  of  first 
registration,  only  if  such  re-registration  is  within  seven  (7)  years  of  date  of 
termination  of  former  registration;  excepting  from  computation,  however,  any

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STATE  BOARD  OF  PROFESSIONAL 
ENGINEERS  AND  LAND  SURVEYORS 

This  Board  conducts  examinations  and  issues  licenses  for  the  practice  of  pro- 
fessional engineering  and  land  surveying.  Prior  to  June  14,  1938  separate 
licenses  were  issued  for  the  classifications  of  Civil  Engineer;  Mechanical 
Engineer;  Chemical  Engineer;  Mining  Engineer;  Metallurgical  Engineer;  Municipal 
Engineer;  Highway  Engineer;  Sanitary  Engineer;  Structural  Engineer;  Hydraulic 
Engineer;  Railroad  Engineer;  Valuation  Engineer;  Construction  Engineer;  Heating 
and  Ventilating  Engineer;  Industrial  Engineer;  Architectural  Engineer  and  Traffic 
Engineer.  Under  the  provisions  of  Revised  Statues  Title  4£:3  the  Board  now  issues 
licenses  only  as  "Professional  Engineer",  "Land  Surveyor"  or "Professional  Engineer 
and  Land  Surveyor". 

Minimum  Qualifications: 

The  following  shall  be  considered  as  minimum  evidence  satisfactory  to  the  Board 
that  the  applicant  is  qualified  for  a license  as  a professional  engineer,  or  land 
surveyor. 

(1)  As  a professional  engineer: 

a.  Graduation  from  an  approved  course  in  engineering  of  four  years  or  more 
in  a school  or  college  approved  by  the  Board  of  satisfactory  standing; 
and  a specific  record  of  an  additional  four  years  or  more  of  active 
practice  in  engineering  work  of  a character  satisfactory  to  the  Board, 
and  indicating  that  the  applicant  is  competent  to  be  placed  in  respon- 
sible charge  of  such  work;  or 

Successfully  passing  a written,  or  written  and  oral  examination  designed 
to  show  knowledge  and  skill  approximating  that  attained  through  grad- 
uation from  an  approved  four-year  engineering  course;  and  a specific 
record  of  eight  years  or  more  of  active  practice  in  engineering  work 
of  a character  satisfactory  to  the  Board,  and  indicating  that  the  appli- 
cant is  competent  to  be  placed  in  responsible  charge  of  such  work;  or 

A specific  record  of  twelve  years  or  more  of  lawful  practice  in  profess- 
ional engineering  work  of  a character  satisfactory  to  the  Board  and 
indicating  that  the  applicant  is  qualified  to  design  or  to  supervise 
construction  of  engineering  works  and  provided  applicant  is  not  less 
than  thirty-five  years  of  age;  or 

d.  A certificate  of  qualification  issued  by  the  National  Bureau  of 

Engineering  Registration  may,  in  the  discretion  of  the  Board,  be  ac- 
cepted as  minimum  evidence  satisfactory  to  the  Board  that  the  appli- 
cant is  qualified  for  license  as  a professional  engineer.  ' 

(2)  As  a land  surveyor: 

a.  Graduation  from  an  approved  course  in  surveying  in  a school  or  college 
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approved  by  the  Board  as  satisfactory  standing;  and  an  additional  two 
years  or  more  of  actual  practice  in  land  surveying  work  of  a character 
satisfactory  to  the  Board  and  indicating  that  the  applicant  is  compe- 
tent to  be  placed  in  responsible  charge  of  such  work,  or 

b.  Successfully  passing  a written,  or  written  and  oral,  examination  in 
surveying  prescribed  by  the  Board;  and  a specific  record  of  four  years 
or  more  of  active  practice  in  land  surveying  work  of  a character 
satisfactory  to  the  Board  and  indicating  that  the  applicant  is  com- 
petent to  be  placed  in  responsible  charge  of  such  work,  or 

c.  A specific  record  of  twelve  years  or  more  of  lawful  practice  in  land 
surveying  work  of  a character  satisfactory  to  the  Board  and  provided 
applicant  is  not  less  than  thirty-three  years  of  age. 

No  person  shall  be  eligible  for  license  as  a professional  engineer  or  land 
surveyor  who  is  under  twenty-one  years  of  age  and  who  is  not  a citizen  of  the 
United  States  or  who  has  not  made  declaration  of  his  or  her  intention  to  become 
a citizen  of  the  United  States,  or  who  does  not  speak  and  write  the  English 
language,  or  who  is  not  of  good  character  and  reputation 

The  satisfactory  completion  of  each  year  of  an  approved  course  in  engineering 
in  a school  or  college  approved  by  the  Board  as  of  satisfactory  standing,  with- 
out graduation,  shall  be  considered  as  equivalent  to  one-half  year  of  active 
practice. 

Graduation  in  a course  of  four  years  or  more,  other  than  engineering,  from  a 
college  or  university  of  recognized  standinr  shall  be  considered  as  equivalent 
to  two  years  of  active  practice. 

In  considering  the  qualifications  of  applicants,  engineering  teaching  may  be 
construed  as  engineering  experience. 

EXAMINATIONS  AND  FEES;  Examinations  in  professional  engineering  and  in  land 
surveying  are  held  during  the  months  of  June  and  December  in  each  year,  usually 
at  Newark  College  of  Engineering,  Newark,  New  Jersey. 

The  license  fee  for  professional  engineer  shall  be  twenty-five  dollars  ($25.00) 
or  when  the  applicant  applies  for  license  to  practice  engineering  and  land 
surveying,  when  the  fee  shall  be  thirty-five  dollars  ($35.00),  and  in  either 
case  ten  dollars  ($10.00)  shall  accompany  the  application,  the  remainder  to  be 
paid  upon  notification  that  application  has  been  approved  subject  to  such  final 
payment,  when  license  certificate  will  be  issued. 

The  license  fee  for  land  surveyors  shall  be  twenty-five  dollars  ($25.00)  of 
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which  ten  dollars  ($10.00)  shall  accompany  the  application,  the  remainder  to  be 
paid  upon  notification  that  application  has  been  approved  subject  to  such  final 
payment,  when  license  certificate  will  be  issued. 

Should  the  Board  deny  the  issuance  of  a license  certificate  to  any  applicant  for 
professional  engineer’s  license  or  for  land  surveyor's  license,  the  initial  fee  of 
ten  dollars  ($10.00)  shall  be  retained. 

When  a certificate  of  qualification  issued  by  the  National  Bureau  of  Engineering 
Registration  is  accepted  as  evidence  of  qualification,  the  total  fee  for  license 
as  professional  engineer  shall  be  fifteen  dollars  ($15.00)  and  shall  accompany 
the  application.

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This  Department  conducts  examinations  and  issues  licenses  for  superintendents 
and  operators  and  other  persons  in  charge  of  water  purification  or  treatment 
plants  and  sewage  treatment  plants  and  superintendents  of  water  supply  systems 
under  the  direction  of  the  Department  of  Health.

NECESSARY  EXPERIENCE  TO  BE  EXAMINED  for  an  Operating 
Engineers ' or  Boiler  Operators  ' License: 


To  be  entitled  to  an  examination  for  Boiler  Operators'  license,  applicant  must 
have  at  least  three  months  ' experience  around  a boiler  room  as  a helper  or  coal 
passer,  and  have  attained  the  age  of  eighteen  years. 

To  be  eligible  for  examination  for  an  operating  engineers ' license  in  any 
classification  of  the  "C"  or  third  grade,  applicant  must  have  operated  steam 
boilers  in  or  on  a steam  or  turbine  engine  power,  portable  or  hoisting  plant 
or  rig  for  six  months  after  receiving  boiler  operator  license;  or  serve  two 
years  as  a boiler  operator;  and  one  year  as  a boiler  operator  and  one  year  as  an 
oiler  in  an  engine  or  turbine  driven  generating  plant. 

To  be  entitled  to  an  examination  for  a license  to  operate  oil  engines,  an 
applicant  must  have  at  least  one  year's  experience  as  an  oiler,  or  assistant; 
or  six  months'  experience  as  an  operator. 

To  be  eligible  for  examination  for  a license  to  operate  a refrigerating  plant 
where  the  refrigerant  used  is  anhydrous  ammonia,  applicant  must  have  at  least 
one  year's  experience  as  oiler,  or  assistant;  or  six  months'  experience  as 


A graduate  of  a technical  school  must  have  at  least  one  year's  experience  in  a 
steam  generating  power  plant,  such  experience  covering  boilers,  engines,  etc. 

A machinist  who  can  show  that  he  has  served  his  term  of  apprenticeship  must  have 
at  least  one  year's  experience  in  a steam  generating  power  plant,  such  ex- 
perience covering  boilers,  engines,  etc. 

An  applicant  to  be  qualified  to  be  examined  for  license  in  the  "B"  or  second 
grade  must  hold  a grade  "C"  license  and  have  one  year's  practical  experience 
as  an  engineer  in  such  grade;  or  show  experience  of  an  equal  amount  in  grade 
in  some  other  State.

"doctor  surgeon  chiropodist  " or  "doctor  of  surgical  chirpody"  are  synonymous 
with  "doctor  surgeon  puciatrist"  or  "doctor  of  surgical  podiatry" 0 

Minimum  Qualifications: 

All  persons  commencing  the  practice  of  medicine  or  surgery  in  this  State  shall 
apply  to  the  Board  for  a license  so  to  do.  The  Board  shall,  except  as  herein 
otherwise  provided,  examine  all  qualified  applicants  for  such  a license.  Every 
applicant  shall  present  to  the  secretary  of  the  Board,  at  least  twenty  days 
before  the  commencement  of  the  examination  at  which  he  desires  to  be  examined, 
a written  application  for  admission  to  the  examination  on  a form  provided  by 
the  Board,  together  with  satisfactory  proof  that  he  is  more  than  twenty-one 
years  of  age,  of  good  moral  character,  and  a citizen  of  the  United  States,  He 
shall  also  present  to  the  Board  a certificate  of  the  commissioner  of  education 
of  this  State  showing  that  before  entering  a professional  school  or  college,  he 
had  obtained  an  academic  education  consisting  of  a four  years'  course  of  study 
in  an  approved  public  or  private  high  school  or  the  equivalent  thereof. 

Except  as  otherwise  provided,  every  applicant  for  admission  to  examination  for 
a license  to  practice  medicine  and  surgery  shall  also  present  to  the  Board  a 
certificate  from  the  commissioner  of  education  of  this  State  showing  that  in 
addition  to,  and  subsequent  to,  obtaining  the  preliminary  education,  and  prior 
to  commencing  his  study  in  a professional  school  or  college,  he  had  completed 
a satisfactory  course  in  a college  or  school  of  arts  and  science  approved  by 
said  commissioner,  the  duration  of  such  course  to  have  been  one  year  if  he 
matriculated  in  a professional  school  or  college  after  July  first,  one 
thousand  nine  hundred  and  sixteen,  and  not  later  than  July  first,  one  thousand 
nine  hundred  and  seventeen,  and  two  years  if  he  matriculated  in  a professional 
school  or  college  after  said  July  first,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  seven- 
teen, during  which  year,  or  two  years,  as  the  case  may  be,  he  had  studied 
either  French,  German,  Italian  or  Spanish,  and  also  chemistry,  physics  and 
biology;  but  the  Board  may,  in  its  discretion,  admit  to  examination  for  a 
license  to  practice  medicine  and  surgery  any  person  not  meeting  the  educational 
requirements  of  this  section,  who  by  reason  of  having  been  engaged  in  the  naval 
or  military  service  of  the  United  States  was  unable  to  appear  before  the  Board 
for  examination  prior  to  July  first,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  nineteen. 

The  additional  requirements  provided  for  in  this  section  shall  not  obtain  with 
respect  to  any  applicant  who  matriculated  in  a professional  school  or  college 
prior  to  July  first,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  sixteen. 
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STATE  BOARD  OF  MEDICAL  EXAMINERS 
(Continued) 

Except  as  otherwise  provided,  every  applicant  for  admissi  n to  examination 
for  a license  to  practice  medicine  and  surgery  shall,  in  addition,  prove  to 
the  Board  that  he  has  received  a diploma  from  some  legally  incorporated  pro- 
fessional school  or  college  of  the  United  States,  which  school  or  college, in 
the  opinion  of  the  Board,  was  in  good  standing  at  the  time  of  the  issuance  of 
the  diploma,  or  a diploma  or  license  conferring  the  full  right  to  practice  all 
of  the  oranches  of  medicine  and  surgery  in  some  foreign  country,  or  if  the 
said  foreign  country  is  engaged  in  war  at  any  time  during  the  next  three  years 
and  the  said  applicant  before  June  thirtieth,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and 
forty-four,  satisfactorily  proves  to  the  Board  that  he  has  been  a resident  of 
the  State  of  New  Jersey  for  the  past  ten  years,  he  shall  present  a diploma 
from  a professional  school  or  college  which  in  the  opinion  of  the  Beard  was  in 
good  standing  at  the  time  of  the  issuance  of  the  diploma,  and  shall  further 
prove  that,  prior  to  the  receipt  of  such  diploma  from  any  such  professional 
school  or  college  of  the  United  States,  or  such  diploma  or  license,  as  afore- 
said, he  had  studied  not  less  than  four  full  school  years,  including  four 
satisfactory  courses  of  lectures  of  at  least  eight  months  each,  consecutively 
or  in  four  different  calendar  years,  in  some  legally  incorporated  and  registered 
American  or  foreign  professional  school  or  schools,  college  or  colleges  in  good 
standing  in  the  opinion  of  the  Board,  which  courses  shall  have  included  a 
thorough  and  satisfactory  course  of  instruction  in  medicine  and  surgery;  and 
such  applicant,  if  he  has  graduated  from  a professional  school  or  college  after 
July  first,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  sixteen,  shall  further  prove  to  the 
Board  that,  after  receiving  such  diploma  or  license,  he  has  completed  an  in- 
terneship  acceptable  to  the  Board  for  at  least  one  year  in  a hospital  approved 
by  the  Board,  or  in  lieu  thereof  he  has  completed  one  year  of  post-graduate 
work  acceptable  to  the  Board  in  a school  or  hospital  approved  by  the  Board; 
provided,  however,  that  the  Board  may  in  its  discretion,  during  the  present 
war  between  the  United  States,  Germany,  Italy  and  Japan,  and  for  a period  of 
three  months  after  the  cessation  of  the  same,  admit  an  applicant  to  examination 
for  a license  to  practice  medicine  and  surgery  who  has  completed  not  less  than 
nine  months  of  an  interneship  acceptable  to  the  Board  in  a hospital  approved 
by  the  Board „

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STATE  BOARD  OF  OPTOMETRISTS 


This  Board  conducts  examinations  and  issues  licenses  for  the  practice  of  optom- 
etry. 

Minimum  Qualifications: 

General.  To  gain  admission  to  the  practice  of  optometry  the  applicant  must  first 
present  satisfactory  evidence  that  he  has  met  the  requirement  in  preliminary  and 
professional  education.  He  must  then  either  pass  the  examination  or  secure  the 
indorsement  of  a certificate  issued  by  some  other  state. 

Preliminary  Education.  This  requirement  consists  of  the  satisfactory  completion 
of  a four-year  high  school  course  approved  for  this  purpose  or  the  equivalent 
as  determined  by  the  Commissioner  of  Education. 

Professional  Education.  To  fulfill  the  professional  education  requirement  the 
applicant  must  present  evidence  of  graduation  from  a school  of  optometry  with  the 
degree  Doctor  of  Optometry  or,  of  what  in  the  opinion  of  the  Board  may  be  consider- 
ed the  equivalent  thereof. 

EXAMINATIONS  AND  FEES:  Examinations  for  the  certificate  to  practice  optometry 

are  held  twice  a year  at  the  State  House,  Trenton,  New  Jersey. 

Completed  application  for  admission  to  the  examination  must  be  filed  with  the 
Secretary  of  the  Board  not  less  than  ten  days  before  the  announced  date  of  the 
examination.  Each  application  must  be  accompanied  by  a fee  of  $15  and  an  un- 
mounted photograph  of  the  applicant,  and  must  be  verified  by  oath.

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STATE  BOARD  OF  PHARMACY 


This  Board  licenses  pharmacists  to  practice  pharmacy  in  this  State,  issues  per- 
mits for  the  operation  of  pharmacies  and  drug  stores,  and  regulates  the  sale  of 
drugs,  medicines,  and  poisons,  including  the  sale  of  hypnotic  drugs  and  the  com- 
pounding of  prescriptions o 

Minimum  Qualifications : 


Every  applicant  for  the  Registered  Pharmacist  certificate  must  pass  a satisfactory 
written  examination  in  Pharmacy,  Chemistry,  Materia  Medica  and  Toxicology, 
Pharmaceutical  and  Chemical  Problems,  and  after  completion  of  the  written  tests, 
and,  provided  the  experience  requirements  have  been  met,  must  pass  an  examination 
in  Practical  Pharmacy  which  usually  consists  of  a written  test  on  the  National 
and  State  Laws  governing  the  practice  of  Pharmacy  in  New  Jersey,  the  actual  com- 
pounding of  five  prescriptions,  an  oral  test  on  the  practice  of  pharmacy,  and  the 
identification  of  ten  crude  drugs.  However,  a written  examination  on  the  general 
practice  of  pharmacy  may  be  substituted  for  the  oral  test  and  the  crude  drug 
identification0  Before  being  eligible  to  take  the  examinations,  the  candidate 
must  meet  the  following  requirements: 


1.  The  candidate  must  be  a citizen  of  the  United  States  or 
have  declared  his  or  her  intention  of  becoming  a citizen* 
A candidate  who  has  not  been  admitted  to  full  citizen- 
ship at  the  time  he  received  his  certificate  of  regis- 
tration must  furnish  evidence  of  having  actually  become 

a citizen  within  six  years  of  the  date  of  registration* 
Failure  to  do  so  makes  the  certificate  invalid  and  auto- 
matically revokes  it* 

2.  A birth  certificate  must  be  supplied.  The  candidate 

must  be  twenty-one  years  of  age  before  being  admitted 

to  the  practical  pharmacy  examination,  but  may  be  ad- 
mitted to  the  written  examinations  anytime  after  gradu- 
ation from  the  college  of  pharmacy,  even  though  prior 
to  his  or  her  twenty-first  birthday* 

3o  The  candidate  must  be  of  good  moral  character, 

Uo  The  candidate  must  not  be  a chronic  or  persistent  in- 

ebriate, 

5,  The  candidate  must  not  be  addicted  to  the  use  of  any 
narcotic  drug, 

6,  The  candidate  must  have  not  less  than  four  years  of 
practical  experience  under  a Registered  Pharmacist 

in  a registered  pharmacy  approved  by  the  Board,  where 
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prescriptions  of  medical  practitioners  are  compounded  and  drugs 
are  sold  at  retail.  An  allowance  of  not  more  than  three  calendar 
years  can  be  given  for  an  equal  amount  of  time  spent  in  regular 
attendance  upon  a course  in  Pharmacy  in  an  approved  College  of 
Pharmacy.  Each  full  college  year  of  a course  which  is  not 
accelerated  is  credited  as  nine  calendar  months.  With  a credit 
of  thirty-six  months  allowed  for  an  equal  time  spent  in  an  ap- 
proved College  of  Pharmacy,  the  applicant  still  needs  twelve 
months  of  experience  and  at  least  twelve  months  of  experience 
must  be  obtained  following  graduation  from  an  approved  College 
of  Pharmacy,  in  a pharmacy  approved  by  the  board  for  that  pur- 
pose. Rules  and  regulations  covering  such  practical  experience 
are  outlined  in  a separate  circular  of  information. 

7.  The  candidate  must  be  a graduate  of  a course  in  Pharmacy  given 
in  a College  of  Pharmacy  complying  with  the  rules  and  regulations 
of  this  Board.  If  the  course  in  Pharmacy  was  begun  prior  to 
September  1,  1925,  it  must  have  been  at  least  a two  year  course. 

If  the  course  was  begun  after  September  1,  1925,  it  must  have  been 
at  least  a three  year  course.  Subsequent  to  January  1,  1932,  the 
regulations  require  graduation  from  a four  year  course  leading 
to  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science  in  Pharmacy.  However,  these 
regulations  may  be  changed  so  that  only  graduates  of  the  four  year 
course  leading  to  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science  in  Pharmacy 
will  be  admitted  to  the  examinations  after  January  1,  19U7. 

3.  The  candidate  must  obtain  a Pharmacy  Student's  Certificate  from 
the  Commissioner  of  Education  of  this  State  showing  that  before 
he  entered  a College  of  Pharmacy  he  had  an  education  equivalent 
to  one  year  of  high  school  work,  if  the  college  course  was  begun 
in  September  1913  and  prior  to  September  1,  1920;  two  years  of 
high  school  work  if  the  college  coarse  was  begun  in  September  1920 
and  before  September  1923;  and  four  years  of  high  school  work  if 
the  college  course  was  begun  in  September  1923  or  thereafter. 

Veteran  Credits: 

The  Pharmacy  Act  was  amended  earlier  this  year  granting  veterans  credit  against 
the  interneship  requirement  for  time  spent  in  the  services.  If  a veteran  was 
in  the  service  for  a period  of  one  year,  it  would  not  be  necessary  for  him  to 
meet  the  interneship  requirement,  and  he  would  be  eligible  to  take  the  practical 
pharmacy  examination  immediately  upon  completing  the  written  examinations,  pro- 
vided that  it  is  within  a period  of  two  years  from  his  discharge  or  release  from 
the  service,  that  he  was  a graduate  of  an  approved  College  of  Pharmacy  at  the 
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time  of  entering  the  service,  and  that  he  can  submit  evidence  of  having  obtained 
three  years  of  practical  experience  against  which  the  actual  calendar  time  spent 
in  the  College  of  Pharmacy  may  be  credited. 

EXAMINATIONS  AND  FEES:  The  examination  for  pharmacists  is  divided  into  two  parts — 

the  written  examinations  and  a practical  pharmacy  examination,,  An  applicant  may 
take  the  written  examinations  anytime  after  he  has  graduated  from  an  approved 
course  in  pharmacy,  and  these  examinations  are  usually  held  on  the  third  Thursday 
and  Friday  of  April  and  October  of  each  year. 

All  of  the  examinations  are  held  in  Trenton  and  the  written  examinations  are 
usually  held  in  the  Assembly  Chamber  of  the  State  House,,  The  practical  pharmacy 
examinations  are  held  in  the  auditorium  and  in  the  laboratory  of  the  School  of 
Industrial  Arts  in  Trenton  and  are  held  at  intervals  of  two  or  three  months  apart,, 

The  candidate  must  pay  an  examination  fee  of  $25.00  for  each  set  of  examinations! 
that  is,  one  fee  entitles  the  applicant  to  take  one  set  of  written  examinations 
and  one  practical  examination,, 

Reciprocal  Registration: 


The  State  of  New  Jersey  reciprocates  with  every  other  state  and  the  District  of 
Columbia  with  the  exception  of  New  York  and  California.  Under  certain  circum- 
stances, a person  holding  a certificate  of  registration  as  a pharmacist  in 
another  state  may  obtain  a certificate  of  registration  in  New  Jersey  without 
examination.  Basically,  such  an  applicant  must  have  met  the  requirements  in  ef- 
fect in  New  Jersey  at  the  time  of  registration  in  the  state  of  original  licensure. 
The  Board  of  Pharmacy  office  should  be  contacted  for  full  details. 

Registration  of  Pharmacy  or  Drug  Store: 

No  pharmacy  or  drug  store  shall  be  opened  or  kept  open  for  the  transaction  of 
business  or  for  rendering  professional  services  until  or  unless  it  has  been  re- 
gistered with  and  a permit  therefor  has  been  issued  to  it  by  the  Board.  A fee  of 
■350.00  must  accompany  the  application  for  a permit  to  open  a new  pharmacy,  and  a 
fee  of  $25.00  for  a permit  to  continue  the  operation  under  new  ownership  of  an 
existing  pharmacy.  All  permits  expire  on  June  30  of  each  year  and  must  be  re- 
newed on  or  before  July  1,  the  fee  for  which  is  $6.00.  Permits  are  issued  by  the 
Board  only  to  persons  who  are  "deemed  qualified"  to  conduct  a pharmacy  or  drug 
store. 

Sale  of  Drugs,  Medicines,  and  Poisons; 

In  the  State  of  New  Jersey  drugs,  medicines,  and  poisons  may  be  sold  only  under 
the  supervision  of  a registered  pharmacist.  Non-poisonous  patent  or  proprietary 
medicines  may  be  sold  without  the  supervision  of  a registered  pharmacist. 
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Persons  desiring  to  open  general  store  establishments  should  contact  the  Board 
Office  to  find  out  what  may  or  may  not  be  sold  without  the  supervision  of  a 
registered  pharmacist.  Lists  of  prohibited  drugs,  etc.,  are  not  available. 

All  communications  should  be  addressed  to  the  Secretary,  The  Board  of  Pharmacy 
of  the  State  of  New  Jersey,  28  .Vest  State  Street,  Trenton  8,  New  Jersey. 
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This  Commission  is  empowered  to  conduct  examinations  and  issue  Licenses  for 
Pilots,  Pilot  Apprentices,  Deputy  Pilots  and  Branch  Pilots  in  and  out  of  New  York 
Harbor  and  various  New  Jersey  Ports. 

Minimum  Requirements; 

The  laws  governing  the  licensing  of  Pilots  as  of  19ii6  plus  certain  amendments 
require  that: 

(a)  A man  must  have  served  as  apprentice  for  four  years  aboard  the  Pilot 
Boats  under  our  jurisdiction.  Two  years  as  keeper  of  Pilot  Boat  and 
two  at  miscellaneous  duties  aboard  boat  which  includes  taking  Pilots 
out  to  ships  and  returning  them  to  Pilot  Boat.  The  miscellaneous  duties 
precede  boat  keeper  duties, 

(b)  The  apprentice  is  next  taken  aboard  a vessel  for  a sea  voyage.  He 
must  supplement  this  training  for  a satisfactory  period  under  the 
guidance  of  licensed  pilots,  who  supervise  his  guidance  of  ships  in 
and  out  of  the  harbor.  When  he  has  proven  his  ability  to  the  Super- 
vising Pilots  under  whom  he  has  worked,  he  may  present  himself  to  the 
Commission  for  examination. 

(c)  The  next  step  is  a rigid  examination  on  compass  courses  for  navigation 
of  various  courses  in  and  out  of  New  York  Harbor  and  various  New  Jersey- 
Ports,  plus  locations  of  buoys,  shoal,  lights,  etc.,  plus  rules  of  road, 
handling  of  ships  and  Pilotage  ethics.  Passage  of  this  examination  en- 
titles him  to  a license  for  a twenty  foot  draught  ship.  Deputy  Pilot. 

(d)  If  a man  serves  efficiently  for  one  year  as  a twenty  foot  draught  pilot, 
he  may  be  examined  for  vessels  of  twenty-four  foot  draught  - Deputy  Pilot. 

(e)  After  two  years  as  a twenty-four  foot  draught  pilot,  he  may  take  ex- 
amination for  Full  Branch  Pilot.  This  license  entitles  him  to  pilot 
vessels  of  any  draught  in  and  out  of  New  York  Harbor  and  various 
New  Jersey  Ports, 

The  minimum  age  for  apprentices  who  may  apply  for  training  is  eighteen  years. 

An  apprentice  will  only  be  accepted  when  needed  to  supplement  Pilots  who  may 
retire  or  die. 

All  communications  should  be  addressed  to  the  Secretary,  State  of  New  Jersey 
Board  of  Commissioners  of  Pilotage,  81  Monticello  Ave. , Newark,  6,  New  Jersey. 
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This  Commission  is  responsible  for  the  granting  of  permits  and  licenses  for 
the  operation  of  race  meetings  whereat  the  running  or  steeplechase  racing  or 
harness  racing  of  horses  only  may  be  conducted.  The  Commission  also  licenses 
horsemen  such  as  owners,  trainers.  Jockeys,  etc.,  pari-mutuel  employees;  and 
supervises  the  operation  of  all  race  tracks  whereat  pari-mutuel  wagering  is 
conducted. 

Minimum  Quali f ication sj; 

No  person  shall  be  employed  in  any  capacity  whatsoever,  at  any  place,  track  or 
enclosure  where  a horse  race  meeting  is  permitted  who  has  been  convicted  of  a 
crime  involving  moral  turpitude.  At  least  Q$%  of  the  persons  employed  by  any 
holder  of  a permit  to  conduct  a horse  race  meeting  or  by  any  concessionaire 
shall  be  residents  of  this  State  for  at  least  two  years,  except  jockeys,  drivers 
or  apprentices,  exercise  boys,  owners,  trainers,  dockers  and  governing  and 
managing  officials  of  the  track  may  be  non-residents. 

Of f i cials  Appointed  by  the  Commission 

The  commission  may  designate  a steward,  a certified  public  accountant  of  this 
State  as  supervisor  of  mutuels,  and  a veterinarian  licensed  to  practice  in  this 
State  to  serve  at  any  race  meeting. 

The  Commission  may  appoint  four  persons  who  shall  have  and  possess  all  the 
powers,  duties  and  liabilities  of  police  officers.  All  such  appointments  can 
be  terminated  at  the  pleasure  of  the  Commission. 

(FEES:  All  pari-mutuel  employees  and  all  horse  owners,  riders,  agents,  trainers, 

stewards,  starters,  timers,  judges,  grooms,  drivers,  and  others  acting  in  any 
capacity,  in  connection  with  the  training  of  the  horses  or  the  actual  running 
of  the  races  in  any  such  race  meeting  may  bo  licensed  by  the  Commission,  pur- 
suant to  such  rules  and  regulations,  as  the  Commission  shall  have  full  power 
to  prescribe  rules,  regulations  and  conditions  under  which  all  such  licenses 
are  issued  in  the  State  of  New  Jersey  and  to  revoke  or  refuse  to  issue  a li- 
cense if  in  the  opinion  of  the  Commission  the  revocation  or  refusal  to  issue 
such  license  is  in  the  public  interest;  provided,  however,  that  such  rules, 
regulations  and  conditions  shall  he  uniform  in  their  application;  and  further 
provided,  that  no  fee  shall  be  in  excess  of  ten  dollars  (-$10,00)  for  each 
license  so  granted,  , *

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This  Commission  is  empowered  to  conduct  examinations  and  issue  licenses  to  Brokers 
and  Salesman  of  Real  Estate. 

Definition  of  Real  Estate  Broker  and  Real  Estate  Salesman:  A Real  Estate  Broker, 

for"  "the  purposes  of  this  article,  is  defined  to  be  a person,  firm  or  corporation 
who,  for  a fee,  commission  or  other  valuable  consideration,  lists  for  sale,  sells, 
exchanges,  buys  or  rents,  or  offers  or  attempts  to  negotiate  a sale,  exchange, 
purchase  or  rental  of  real  estate  or  an  interest  therein,  or  collects  or  attempts 
to  collect  rent  for  the  use  of  real  estate  or  negotiates,  or  offers  or  attempts 
to  negotiate  a loan  secured  or  to  be  secured  by  a mortgage  or  other  encumbrance 
upon  or  transfer  of  real  estate  for  others. 

A Real  Estate  Salesman,  for  the  purposes  of  this  article,  is  defined  to  be  any 
person  who,  for  compensation,  valuable  consideration  or  commission,  or  other 
thing  of  value,  is  employed  by  a licensed  real  estate  broker  to  sell  or  offer  to 
sell,  buy  or  offer  to  buy  or  negotiate  the  purchase,  sale  or  exchange  of  real 
estate,  or  offers  or  attempts  to  negotiate  a -loan  secured  or  to  be  secured  by  a 
mortgage  or  other  encumbrance  upon  or  transfer  of  real  estate,  or  to  lease  or 
rent,  or  offer  to  lease  or  rent  any  real  estate  for  others,  or  who  is  an  employee, 
agent  or  associate  of  any  person,  firm,  corporation  or  association  owning  or 
leasing  lands,  and  offering  such  lands  at  either  public  or  private  sale  as  a 
developer  where  such  development  consists  of  more  than  twenty  lots. 

The  law  provides  for  an  apprenticeship  as  a salesman  for  a period  of  at  least 
one  year  immediately  preceding  time  of  applying  for  a Broker's  license. 

Granting  of  Licenses  to  Certain  Disabled  War  Veterans;  A citizen  of  New  Jersey 
who  has  served  in  the -military  or  naval  forces  of  the  United  Stai.es  in  any  war, 
has  been  honorably  discharged,  and  who,  having  been  wounded  or  disabled  in  line 
of  duty,  has  completed  any  of  the  vocational  courses  in  any  college  or  school 
prescribed  by  the  federal  government  qualifying  him  to  operate  as  a real  estate 
broker  or  a real  estate  salesman,  may,  upon  presentation  of  a certificate  certi- 
fying that  he  has  completed  such  a vocational  course  qualifying  him  as  aforesaid, 
obtain  without  cost  from  the  commission  a license  to  operate  as  a real  estate 
broker  or  a real  estate  salesman,  as  the  case  may  be,  which  licenses  shall  be  the 
same  as  other  licenses  issued  under  this  article. 

EXAMINATIONS  AND  FEES:  Examinations  are  held  Saturday  morning  of  each  week  at 

time  and  place  designated  by  the  Commission. 

Fees : Broker  .$10.00 

Salesman  $ 5e00 

Fees  are  not  paid  prior  to  examination. 

Auctioneers,  Real  Estate;  licensing.  A person  who,  for  pecuniary  gain  conducts 
a public  or  private  competitive  sale  of  lands  or  any  interest  in  lands,  shall  be 
licenced  as  an  auctioneer  by  the  New  Jersey  Real  Estate  Commission;  provided, 
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however,  that  this  act  shall  not  be  construed  to  affect  the  powers  granted  to 
municipalities  to  regulate  and  license  auctioneers  and  real  estate  brokers  who 
sell  at  auction  and  to  regulate  auction  sales  of  real  estate,  and  notwithstanding 
the  provisions  of  this  act  or  any  other  act,  said  pcwers  are  hereby  expressly 
given  to  the  municipalities  in  the  manner  provided  in  section  U0:£2-l  of  the  Re- 
vised Statutes. 


EXAMINATIONS  AND  FEES:  The  Commission  may  issue,  without  examination,  an 

auctioneers  license  to  any  applicant  for  a fee  of  $1.00.

Definition 

The  words  "shorthand  reporting"  as  used  in  this  act  shall  be  defined  to  mean  the 
making  by  use  of  symbols  or  abbreviations  of  a verbatim  record  of  any  testimony 
given  under  oath  before  any  court,  referee,  Supreme  Court  examiner,  or  board, 
commission  or  other  body  created  by  statute  of  this  State,,

Minimum  Qualifications : 


An  applicant  for  examination  must  be  a citizens  of  the  United  States,  over 
twenty-one  years  of  age,  of  good  moral  character,  a resident  of  the  State  of 
New  Jersey  or  have  a place  for  the  regular  transaction  of  business  within  the 
State,  and  must  be  a graduate  of  a high  school  or  possess  an  equivalent  education. 

Candidates  shall  be  required  to  write  shorthand  from  dictation,  of  such  matter 
as  may  be  selected  by  the  Board,  for  approximately  one  hour  at  a speed  varying 
from  160  to  200  words  a minute.  Candidates  may  write  shorthand  with  either  pen 
or  pencil  or  machine. 

Candidates  shall  be  required  to  transcribe  such  part  of  the  dictated  matter  as 
the  Board  shall  indicate. 

Candidates  shall  be  required  to  read  aloud  such  part  of  the  dictated  matter  as 
the  Board  may  reauire. 

Candidates  shall  be  required  to  furnish  their  own  paper  and  all  other  materials. 

No  candidate  who  fails  to  obtain  a mark  of  95  per  cent  shall  be  awarded  a certi- 
ficate, 

EXAMINATIONS  AND  FEES:  Examinations  shall  be  held  annually  or  semi-annually, 

as  may  be  necessary  in  the  opinion  of  the  Board,  and  at  such  times  and  places  as 
it  may  designate,  providing  sufficient  applications  are  on  file  with  the  Board, 

The  time  and  place  of  holding  an  examination  shall  be  advertised  by  the  Board  at 
least  thirty  days  prior  to  the  date  of  such  examination.  For  the  past  few  years 
the  examinations  have  been  conducted  at  the  Washington  School,  Raymond-Commerce 
Building,  Newark,  New  Jersey, 

Applications  must  be  filed  not  less  than  10  days  before  the  announced  date  and 
must  be  accompanied  by  a check  or  money  order  for  fifteen  dollars  ($15,00) 
payable  to  the  Board,

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The  Superintendent  of  State  Police  is  responsible  for  the  issuance  of  licenses 
for  the  operation  of  a private  detective  agency;  a private  detective  or  investi- 
gator. 

Def initions: 

Private  Pete ctive  Business 

(a)  The  term  "private  detective  business"  shall  mean  the  business  of  conducting 
a private  agency  or  for  the  purpose  of  making  for  hire  or  reward  any  investigation 
or  investigations  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  information  with  reference  to  any 
of  the  following  matters,  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  other  functions  and 
services  may  also  be  performed  by  the  same  person,  firm,  association,  or  corpora- 
tion for  fee,  hire,  or  reward,  to  wit:  (1)  crime  or  wrong  done  or  threatened 

or  assumed  to  have  been  done  or  threatened  against  the  Government  of  the  United 
States  of  America,  or  any  State,  Territory  or  Possession  of  the  United  States  of 
America;  (2)  the  identity,  habits,  conduct,  r vements,  whereabouts,  affiliations, 
associations,  transactions,  reputation  or  character  of  any  person,  association, 
organization,  society  or  groups  of  persons,  firms  or  corporations;  (3)  the  cred- 
ibility of  witnesses  or  other  persons;  (Ii)  the  whereabouts  of  missing  persons; 

(5>)  the  location  or  recovery  of  lost  or  stolen  property;  (6)  the  causes  and  origin 
of,  or  responsibility  for,  fires,  libels,  accidents,  damage,  injuries  or  losses 
to  persons,  firms,  associations  or  corporations,  or  to  real  or  personal  property; 
(7)  the  affiliation,  connection  or  relation  of  any  person,  firm,  or  corporation 
with  any  organization,  society,  association,  or  with  any  official  member  or 
representative  thereof;  (8)  with  reference  to  the  conduct,  honesty,  efficiency, 
loyalty  or  activities  of  employees,  agents,  contractors  and  sub-contractors; 

(9)  the  securing  of  evidence  to  be  used  before  any  investigating  committee,  board 
of  award,  board  of  arbitration,  or  in  the  trial  of  any  civil  or  criminal  cause; 
provided,  however,  that  the  term  shall  not  include  a person,  firm  association  or 
corporation  engaged  exclusively  in  the  business  of  making  investigations  and 
reports  as  to  the  financial  standing,  cred~f  and  financial  responsibility  of  per- 
sons, firms,  associations  or  corporations  nor  to  electrically  controlled  burglar 
or  fire  alarm  system  with  a central  unit,  nor  to  any  person,  firm,  association, 
or  corporation  engaged  in  the  business  of  making  reports  for  insurance  or  credit 
purposes.  Also  it  shall  mean  the  furnishing  for  hire  or  reward  of  watchmen  or 
guards  or  private  patrolmen  or  other  persons  to  protect  persons  or  property, 
either  real  or  personal,  or  for  any  other  purpose  whatsoever.  The  term  shall  not 
include  and  nothing  in  this  act  shall  apply  to  any  lawful  activity  of  any  board, 
body,  commission  or  agency  of  the  United  States  of  America  or  of  any  State,  Terri- 
tory or  Possession  of  the  United  States  of  America  or  any  county,  municipality, 
school  district  or  any  officer  or  employee  solely,  exclusively  and  regularly  em- 
ployed by  any  of  the  foregoing;  nor  to  any  attorney  or  counsellor-at-law  in 
connection  with  the  regular  practice  of  his  profession,  nor  to  any  person  employed 
- by  any  such  attorney  or  counsellor-at-law  when  engaged  upon  his  employer’s 
business;  nor  to  any  employee,  investigator  or  investigators  solely,  exclusively 
and  regularly  employed  by  any  person,  firm,  association,  or  corporation  which  is 
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not  engaged  in  any  of  the  businesses  hereinbefore  described  in  items  numbered 
one  to  nine,  both  inclusive,  of  this  subsection  insofar  as  their  acts  may  re- 
late solely  to  the  business  of  their  respective  employers;  not  to  any  person, 
firm  association,  or  corporation  licensed  to  do  a business  of  insurance  of  any 
nature  under  the  insurance  laws  of  this  State,  nor  to  any  employee  or  licensed 
agent  thereof;  nor  to  any  person,  firm,  association  or  corporation  conducting 
any  investigation  solely  for  its  own  account. 


Private  Detectives 

(b)  The  terms  "the  business  of  detective  agency",  the  "business  of  watch, 
guard  or  patrol  agency",  and  the  "business  of  investigator"  shall  mean  any  person 
firm,  association  or  corporation  engaged  in  the  private  detective  business  as 
defined  in  subsection  (2)  of  this  section,  who  employs  one  or  more  persons  in 
conducting  such  business. 

(c)  The  terms  "private  detective"  or  "investigator"  shall  mean  and  include  any 
person  who  singly  and  for  his  own  account  and  profit  conducts  a private  detective 
business  without  the  aid  or  assistance  of  any  employees  or  associates. 

Detectives  Licensed: 

No  person,  firm  association  or  corporation  shall  engage  in  the  private  detective 
business  or  as  a private  detective  or  investigator  or  advertise  his  or  its 
business  to  be  a private  detective  business  or  that  of  a detective  agency  or 
investigator  without  having  first  obtained  from  the  superintendent  a license  to 
conduct  such  business. 


License  Granted: 


The  superintendent,  when  satisfied  from  the  examination  of  any  application  and 
such  further  inquiry  and  investigations  as  he  shall  deem  proper  as  to  the  good 
character,  competency  and  integrity  of  the  applicant  and  the  persons  named  in 
the  application,  shall  issue  and  deliver  to  the  applicant  a license  to  conduct 
such  business,  and  to  own,  conduct  or  maintain  one  or  more  bureaus,  agencies, 
sub-agencies,  offices  or  branch  offices  for  the  conduct  of  such  business  at  the 
location  stated  in  said  application,  together  with  as  many  copies  of  said  license 
as  there  are  to  be  offices,  bureau,  agencies,  sub-agencies,  offices  or  branch 
offices,  upon  the  payment  by  the  applicant  to  the  superintendent  of  a license 
fee  which  in  the  case  of  an  individual  shall  be  two-hundred  dollars  ($200.00), 
and  in  the  case  of  a firm,  association  or  corporation  shall  be  three  hundred 
dollars  ($300.00)  and  upon  the  applicant  executing  and  delivering  to  the  super- 
intendent a bond  running  to  the  State  of  New  Jersey  and  which  shall  be  for  the 
benefit  of  any  person  injured  by  willful,  malicious  or  wrongful  act  of  the  ap- 
plicant, with  one  or  more  sufficient  sureties,  which  in  the  case  of  an  individual 
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shall  be  three  thousand  dollars  ( $3>000.00) , and  in  the  case  of  a firm,  association 
or  corporation,  five  thousand  dollars  ($£>000.00),  which  said  bond  shall  be  con- 
ditioned for  the  faithful  and  honest  conduct  of  such  business  by  the  applicant. 

The  license  so  granted  by  the  superintendent  shall  be  valid,  for  a period  of  five 
years  but  shall  be  revocable  by  the  superintendent  after  hearing  for  cause. 

Assistants: 

The  holder  of  any  license  issued  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  may  employ  to 
assist  him  in  his  work  and  in  the  conduct  of  his  business  as  many  persons  as  he 
may  deem  necessary,  and  he  shall  at  all  times  during  such  employment  be  accountable 
for  the  good  conduct  in  the  business  of  each  and  every  person  so  employed.  No  such 
employee  need  be  the  holder  of  a license  issued  under  this  act,  but  his  employer 
shall  be  responsible  for  his  actions  and  conduct  in  connection  with  such  employer's 
business.  Should  the  holder  of  a license  falsely  state  or  represent  that  any  person 
is  or  has  been  in  his  employ,  such  false  statement  or  misrepresentation  shall  be 
sufficient  cause  for  the  revocation  of  such  license. 

- 

Minimum  Requirements: 

No  license  shall  be  issued  to  a person  under  the  age  of  twenty-five  years,  nor  to 
any  person,  firm,  association  or  corporation  unless  such  person  or  at  least  one 
member  of  the  firm  and  one  officer  or  director  of  the  association  or  corporation 
has  had  at  least  three  years'  experience  as  an  investigator  or  as  a police  officer 
with  an  organized  police  department  of  the  State  or  a county  or  municipality 
thereof,  or  with  an  agency  of  the  United  States  of  America  or  any  State,  County  of 
Municipality  thereof. 

All  communications  should  be  addressed  to  the  Superintendent,  State  of  New  Jersey 
Department  of  State  Police,  State  House,  Trenton,  New  Jersey. 
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This  Board  conducts  examinations  and  issues  licenses  for  the  practice  of  vet- 
erinary medicine,  surgery  and  dentistry. 

Min imum  Requ ir em  ent  s : 

A person  desiring  to  commence  the  practice  of  veterinary  medicine,  surgery  and 
dentistry  in  this  State  shall  deliver  to  the  secretary  of  the  Board,  a written 
application  for  a license,  together  with  satisfactory  proof  that  the  applicant  is 
a citizen  of  the  United  States,  is  more  than  twenty-one  years  of  age,  is  of  good 
moral  character,  has  obtained  a competent  school  education  and  has  received  a 
diploma  conferring  the  degree  of  veterinary  medicine  from  a veterinary  college  or 
university  of  the  United  States,  approved  by  the  Board,  or  in  lieu  thereof  a 
diploma  or  license  conferring  the  full  right  to  practice  all  the  branches  of 
veterinary  science  in  some  foreign  country.  Applicants  must  have  pursued  the  study 
of  veterinary  medicine  for  at  least  three  years  including  three  regular  courses 
of  lectures  of  at  least  six  months  each  in  different  years,  in  a veterinary  college 
or  university,  approved  by  the  Board,  prior  to  the  granting  of  the  diploma  or 
foreign  license,  and  such  proof  shall  be  made,  if  required,  upon  affidavits. 

Note:  In  the  near  future  the  educational  requirements  will  be  changed  to  four 
years  study  of  veterinary  medicines  with  two  years  of  pre-veterinary  work.  There 
will  be  no  veteran  exemption  to  this  rule. 

The  term  "practice  of  veterinary  medicine"  does  not  include: 

(1)  The  calling  into  this  State  for  consultation  of  a duly  licensed  veterinarian 
of  any  other  State  with  respect  to  any  case  under  treatment  by  a veterinarian 
registered  under  the  provisions  of  this  act? 

(2)  The  practice  of  veterinary  medicine  by  any  veterinarian  in  the  performance 
of  his  official  duties  in  the  service  of  the  State  of  New  Jersey  or  the 
United  States  government,  either  civil  or  military; 

(3)  The  experimentation  and  scientific  research  activities  of  physiologists, 
bacteriologists,  biologists,  pathologists,  biological  chemists,  chemists, 
or  persons  under  the  direct  supervision  thereof  when  engaged  in  the  study 
and  development  of  methods  and  techniques  directly  or  indirectly  applicable 
to  the  problems  of  veterniary  medical  practice; 

(U)  A lawfully  qualified  veterinarian  of  another  State  taking  charge  temporarily 
of  the  practice  of  a lawfully  qualified  veterinarian  of  this  State  during 
his  absence  from  such  practice,  upon  written  request  to  the  Board  for  per- 
mission so  to  do: 

(5)  The  administration  to  the  ills  and  injuries  to  their  own  animals  by  persons 
owning  such  animals;  provided,  however,  that  they  otherwise  comply  with  all 
laws,  rules  and  regulations  relative  to  the  use  of  medicines  and  biologies 
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used  in  so  doing. 

No  person  shall  enter  upon  on  continue  the  practice  of  veterinary  medicine,  sur- 
gery or  dentistry  in  any  of  their  branches,  unless  he  has  complied  with  the  pro- 
visions of  this  chapter,  and  shall  have  exhibited  to  the  clerk  of  the  county  in 
which  he  desires  to  so  practice,  a license  duly  granted  to  him  as  hereinbefore 
provided.  Upon  the  exhibition  of  a license  as  aforesaid,  a person  shall  be  en- 
titled, upon  the  payment  of  one  dollar  ($1.00),  to  be  duly  registered  in  the 
office  of  the  clerk  of  the  court  of  common  pleas  in  such  county. 


Note:  Middlesex  University,  located  in  the  State  of  Massachusetts  is  not  re- 

cognized by  the  JJew  Jersey  Board  of  Veterinary.  Medical  Examiners  and  graduates 
of  that  institution  are  therefore  not  eligible  to  practice  in  this  State.  This 
school  is  not  recognized  by  either  the  United  States  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry  or 
the  United  States  Veterinary  Corp. 

EXAMINATIONS  AND  FEES:  The  meeting  of  the  Board  for  the  examination  of  candidates 

for  license  to  practice  veterinary  medicine,  surgery  and  dentistry  in  the  Stale 
of  New  Jersey  shall  be  held  semi-annually  in  the  State  House  in  Trenton  on  the 
last  Friday  and  Saturday  in  June  and  December  except  when  the  date  falls  on  a legal 
holiday,  when  they  will  be  held  a week  later. 


All  applications  for  examination  should  be  in  the  hands  of  the  Secretary  together 
with  a passport  photo  ten  days  prior  to  the  date  of  examination. 

All  diplomas,  certificates  of  preliminary  education,  moral  character,  etc.,  and 
also  proof  of  citizenship,  must  be  exhibited  at  the  time  of  examination,  so  that 
each  member  shall  have  an  opportunity  to  pass  on  same. 

The  Board  must  hold  a meeting  within  30  days  after  each  examination  for  the  pur- 
pose of  making  reports  of  and  deciding  the  results  of  the  examination. 

All  applicants  for  license  who  shall  fail  in  the  re-examinations  provided  for  in 
the  statutes  and  who  desire  another  examination,  will  be  obliged  to  pay  another 
examination  fee  and  be  examined  in  all  subjects  as  per  initial  examination. * 

The  Board  recognizes  only  those  veterinary  colleges  and  universities  which  are 
approved  by  the  American  Veterinary  Medical  Association. 

A fee  of  $25.00  shall  accompany  a written  application  for  a license  to  practice. 

A fee  of  $1.00  will  be  required  for  registration  of  license  by  the  clerk  of  the 
county  in  which  he  desires  to  practice.
